DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 8, 13, 21 and 26-29 are pending in this application. 
Action Summary 

1 . Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of the claims 1-7, 9-12, 14-20 and 22- 
25 which were drawn to the non-elected group of claims. 

2. Examiner acknowledges the addition of claims 27-29. 

3. The rejection of claims 8, 13, 21 and 26 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated over Kohjin Co. LTD is hereby withdrawn. 

4. The drawings filed May 25, 2001 are still rejected as stated in the previous office 
action. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, 
disclose nor make obvious a composition comprising a bitter tastant and a bitterness 
inhibitor, wherein said bitterness inhibitor is uridine 5'-monophosphate and the inhibitor 
is present at a concentration which inhibits bitterness and a method of inhibiting thereof.
